TRIP “LOTUS-LAND”

recent trip Mme. Ganna Walska’s estate, 
Santa Barbara, California, re- 
vealed many scenes unusual interest that 
decided share them with our 
readers. This picture travelogue convey 
what words fail do. 

Santa Barbara situated the coast about 
half way between the Mexican border and San 
Francisco. The mild climate and the ocean fogs 
protect the area from full days burning sun 


and from freezes winter. study the pic- 


tures show the wide range cacti and the other 
succulents that can grown out doors with- 
out protection this area. 

Mme. Walska keeps mind mass effect, 
not straggling plant here and there, but the 
largest and most mature plants she can obtain 
are arranged one the finest landscaped es- 
tates the country. 


planting this kind requires under- 
standing the needs the plants. Some like 
the heat and warmth projected from the stucco 
walls the house. Others need the protection 
partial shade while some thrive heavy 
with ferns and rain forest plants. Some 
are being constantly moved until they find the 
spot best suited them. 

With the experience Ralph Stevens, the 
well known landscape architect Santa Bar- 
bara, who has seen this estate since 
childhood, show place that 
generously shared with organizations that ap- 
preciate the beauty that has created. See- 
ing the garden, the casual visitor cannot appre- 
ciate all the work and losses that have been 
experienced attain this perfection. course 
plants have died—always the finest specimens, 
and replacements are being constantly made 
maintain its beauty.

Did you ever sniff that crushed pill-bug? has 
delicate lilac-like odor which not unpleasant 
you remember so. Pill-bugs attack young 
seedlings true but the damage that they 
healthy plants negligible. They clean out decayed 
tissue back clean tisue, eat scale insects and young 
thrip and about the pots. far I've never found 
the damage that others claim Pill-bugs until 
for Pill-bugs. 

have got two seedlings Christmas Cactus 
the stem section stage, They are growing the 
same pot one favorite Bromeliads. They 
grow and thrive just they the forests 
Brazil the Botanical Gardens the world. 

One most decorative plants Aloe ciliaris 
whether bloom not. After skipping three four 
seasons bloomed this year. Better light, more regu- 
lar watering and overhead spraying doubt turned 
the trick. course moved down the three 
foot level from the floor while used about six 
feet shelf. matter what was I'm going 
put the same spot from now on. moved 
one shy blooming Epiphyllums from the bench 
where had bloom two the shelf level where 
the Aloe had been and had eight inch blood-red 
blooms. now have new berth for next year. 
try new locations for plants get poor results 
and find that even slight shift may the deciding 
factor its blooming time.

The Cactaceae, usually known collectively 
cacti, grown English enthusiasts are mainly 
desert species. The naming them has now 
been greatly clarified, but help beginners 
shall give the names parentheses 
after the correct name. 


The desert kinds, unused vegetable matter 
the soil, are best grown mixture one 
part loam, one part sharp sand, and one part 
crushed brick. Lime essential, and although 
mortar rubble often recommended, cement 
mortars have long been used building and 
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are unsuitable; in. potful carbonate 
lime bushel mixture better. 

sunny greenhouse gives the best results, 
but good plants can grown living room 
window. From October mid-March water 
should reach the roots, but living room 
very light spray water fortnight intervals 
will prevent shrivelling. Many fail realize 
that much water needed the summer; the 
pot should thoroughly soaked and then al- 
lowed dry right out before re-watering. Dirty 
plants may cleaned with lather pure soap 
applied with shaving brush, followed 
syringing with clean water. 


When quite dry, desert Cacti will withstand 
little frost, but better remove the plants 
frostproof place. Pests are few. the best 
modern pesticides may leave film the plants 
which very harmful, the 
tine probably safer. Alcohol—usually eau-de- 
Cologne—is used some experts, and de- 
voted are some growers that they will even use 
whisky gin. Though such unorthodox in- 
secticide gives the pests shock from which 
they not recover, the method not for be- 
ginners. 

Plants should chosen shows the 
nursery. Most nurserymen are reluctant sell 
large rare specimens unless they know they 
are going good home, and small plants 
should tried first. start might made 
with the popular rat-tailed cactus, Aporocactus 
(Cereus) flagelliformis, and the old-man cactus, 
Cephalocereus senilis, with his long white beard. 
Another desert type the golden barrel 
mother-in-law’s armchair, Echinocactus grusonii, 
with beautiful and fearsome spines gold 
background green. 

The epiphytic cacti require very different 
treatment from the desert kinds. There are many 
species, but after brief mention the crab 
Christmas cactus, (Epiphyllum) 
truncatus, and its beautiful but rare form with 
scarlet flowers, will pass once those 
one time called Phyllocacti. Unfortunately, this 
name invalid, and Nopalxochia 
being now used. once had (and 
still has) wide currency the name the crab 
cactus, the confusion extreme; and the risk 
making worse would point the prob- 
ability that many the hybrids now grown are 
bigeneric between Epiphyllum and Nopalxochia, 
that neither these names suitable for 
them. Fortunately there English (or rather 
American) name which has some currency, that 
say the Orchid Cactus, and although they 
not look much like orchids propose using 
this name for all plants described the 
Dictionary Gardening under Epiphyllum, 
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Nopalxochia and Disocactus, and all intermedi- 
ate forms and hybrids. 

better plant for living room than the 
Orchid Cactus would hard find; its gorge- 
ous, large, and often powerfully scented blooms 
are produced once (and with some kinds twice) 
year. All require the same treatment, but those 
with red, pink, magenta, flame and orange 
flowers often bloom best when recently 

otted; the white yellowish, scented kinds 
usually bloom better when slightly rootbound. 

very rich soil required; half loam and 
half well-rotted stable manure, with small 
handful bonemeal and egg-cupful 
carbonate lime the bucket excellent, and 
enough sharp sand ensure quick drainage 
should added. with all cacti, repotting 
should done the summer. 

Plenty water needed the summer, and 
possible the plants—after flowering—should 
stood out doors for day two the 
shade and then full sunshine. The pots should 
stood boards deter earthworms, and 
free use slug-bait desirable. Any attack 
leaf-eating caterpillars should combated 
once with D.D.T. powder; wise use both 
precaution leaving for one’s annual 
holiday. 

Before there risk autumn frosts, the 
plants should return the living-room and 
examined for any trace worm-casts the pot. 
Permanganate potash oz. two gal- 
lons water will bring worms the surface 
within ten minutes, when they must 
moved, worm can kill plant. Water 
reduced the autumn, and though winter 
rest one month sufficient warm room, 
cold one the plants should dry while 
there any risk really cold weather frosts 
they should removed from the window. 
Watering begun the spring with light 
overhead spraying, increasing gradualy copi- 
ous watering, but the pot must become rather 
dry between each application. inadvisable 
alter the situation the plant after flower 
buds have formed, since this may cause them 
drop off, also may draughts. 

Cuttings should dried off for week 
before being inserted sandy soil five- 
inch pot summer; water should given 
sparingly till they are rooted. Small pieces will 
root, but may take four five years flower; 
cuttings the full length the shoot often bloom 
the next year. 


unlikely that anyone who has experienced 
the thrill seeing the magnificent blooms the 
Orchid Cactus slowly opening night falls will 
ever cease grow it.

SEDUM PURDYI Jepson 


This little California Sedum, which Jepson 
gives the name Ray Sedum, described hav- 
ing flowering stem 7-10 cm. high, arising 
from basal rosette, below which are produced 
several naked horizontal runners 2.5-5 cm. long 
which terminate compact flat rosettes; leaves 
the rosettes orbicular orbicular-spatulate, 
2-4 mm. long; leaves erect stems elliptic, 
obtuse, recurved sometimes cyme 
rather densely flowered and compact; petals 
white, oblong lanceolate, mm. long, the oppo- 
site stamens inserted just above the base.

All collectors Cacti sooner later reach that 
point when the very attractive foliage flowers the 
non-hardy succulents, which are not members the 
cactus family, become temptation too hard resist; 
the result that their collections take more 
bohemian air. further incentive the fact that many 
these plants can utilized enhance the beauty 
the garden, for they thrive the beds during our sum- 
mer months. 

Generally speaking, any plant that can bedded 
out during our summer will all the better for its 
sojourn the open air; but there one drawback and 
that is, given good summer some plants will grow 
vigorously that repotting will become major prob- 
lem the autumn. 

One cannot possibly quote all the varieties that can 
used effectively the garden but the beginner can 
make very fine display mixing the following his 
bedding-out scheme: Aeonium, Agave, Aloe, Ana- 
campseros, Bryophyllum, Ceropegia, Cotyledon, Cras- 
sula, Euphorbia, Gasteria, Haworthia, 
Kalanchoe, Kleinia, and the whole the Shrubby 
Mesembryanthemum group. 

you are the possessor greenhouse much 
more ambitious scheme ready for your considera- 
tion. There wide choice less hardy specimens 
which will add lustre your cactus collection the 
house. Again can only mention few the more

easily grown ones, knowing full well that once you 
are started the collection these plants you will 
soon become expert finding reason for obtain- 
ing some the rarer species. you make start 
with the following—Argyroderma, Aridaria, Bergeran- 
thus, Conophytum, Corpuscularia, Delosperma, Fau- 
caria, Glottiphyllum, Lithops, Pleiospilos, Ruschia, 
etc., you cannot far wrong, especially you care 
follow out hints that will found later this 
short treatise. 

The home these succulents the continent 
Africa and the Central States North and South 
America. The majority are indigenous the African 
continent and are found scattered all over that vast 
land, the tropical forests, the open valleys, the 
sides the foothills, the arid regions the Karroos 
and the stony areas the deserts. Small wonder 
then that grow collection these plants success- 
fully much thought and great care demanded well 
understanding the home conditions each 
plant. Only doing this will you able take 
pride the display your plants are making. 


Now have reached the point where must tread 
warily, for wish suggest new approach the 
problem cultivating these plants. 


the first place would not recommend that you 
buy mixed bag but rather that you decide one 
family for your first experiment. Having decided 
which family most appeals you advise you read 
all you can about it; find out the full requirements 
far sunlight shade, moisture dry condition, 
summer and winter temperatures, and the soil constitu- 
ents are This the minimum knowledge 
that one needs for success. will apparent that 
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there wide divergence under these four heads 
among the various families the succulent group. 
This divergence due the difference latitude, 
altitude, rainfall and the character the land which 
forms their homes. 

the beginning not try ultra scientific and 
pedantic endeavouring memorise each individual 
name—be content with the family name and the more 
important knowledge the requirements the plants 
that there reasonable chance your succeeding 
with your new venture. 

For beginner the whole group these succulents 
can summarily divided into three main divisions: 
(a) The shrubby types, (b) The semi-desert plants, 
(c) The flora the arid regions. 

the first group that one finds the plants that 
can grown out-of-doors during our summer months, 
say from May September. 

Naturally these plants will demand sunny position 
the garden and also well-drained and porous soil. 
the greenhouse well provide some shade 
from the direct rays the sun during our hottest 
months. 

The second group demands slightly different ap- 
proach from the first group for there great dif- 
ference the conditions growth their native 
environment where they have more and fiercer sun- 
light, less moisture and long periods drought, and 
altogether much drier condition living. For all this 
the plants have, throughout the ages, gradually accli- 
matised themselves and they will demand treatment 
from you simulating these conditions and the correct 


period the year. 

the growing period they appreciate copious water- 
ing but the ‘resting’ time they require drier condi- 
tions than the members the first group, fact they 
can treated during the winter almost they were 
cacti—and, course, you know how treat them. 

The third group—containing the plants which live 
the deserts and the sun-dried lands the Karroos 
South Africa—is one where the knowledge you have 
gained will prove invaluable. 

The ‘wet’ season varies according the local cli- 
matic conditions and each minor division this group 
calls for some specialized knowledge and the most 
meticulous treatment accord with their needs. Some 
watering periods come our winter, some the early 
summer and some extend well into the autumn. Un- 
less you know what each plant demands and are pre- 
pared provide what requires for its natural 
growth, afraid that you will meet with dis- 
appointment. 

hope you will not disheartened the foregoing 
because can assure you that when you have read 
the subject, bought otherwise acquired few easy 
specimens, found that after all easy succeed, 
you will that happy state where you can show 
your successes your friends and, what more satis- 
fying yourself, able dip deeper into the wide 
world the non-hardy succulents (other than cacti). 

Now going try and hold out you all 
helping hand, that you will not turn round and say, 
‘Oh yes, it’s all right but what lot reading shall 
have do.’ 


The following table covers the requirements some the better known and easy grow succulents, and 
gives you guide the watering and wintering these families. There are two mixtures soil that will 


prove great help.

Ferocactus gatesii New Species 


GEORGE LINDSAY 


early May, 1935, Mr. Howard Gates 
made trip dugout canoe from Los Angeles 
Bay, Lower California, Angel Guardia 
Island the Gulf California. May 
landed small islet, the easternmost the 
Smith Island group, and there discovered 
interesting Mammillaria and Ferocactus. Living 
material both plants was collected, and the 
1938 (Cact.. and Succ. Journ. 10; 25.) 

During the summer 1936 three school 
companions and amused ourselves traveling 
Lower California, and unaware that Mr. 
Gates had made the same trip the previous year, 
arranged for native turtle fishermen take 
from Los Angeles Bay Angel Guardia 
Island. recall vividly the heat the August 
day paddled the large dugout across the 
many miles the broad bay, and our decision 
land one the islets its mouth wait 
for evening breezes before proceeding across the 
gulf. Scrambling ashore, found the little 
flower, well the Ferocactus 
which had the habit and tawny apearance 
acanthodes, and took for that species. 


the spring 1952, and accompanied 
Dr. Reid Moran, again had the opportunity 
visit the Smith Island locality with the Sefton 
Foundation—Stanford University Expedition 
the Gulf California. This time the Ferocacti 
were full bloom, with large red flowers and 
enormous elongated fruit which protruded 
above the tops the plants. knew these 
could not the Ferocactus acanthodes 
complex. Superficially the flowers resembled 
those Ferocactus gracilis Gates, from the 
western side Lower California, but the fruit 
gracilis very much smaller, the seeds are 
only about one third large, and the plants 
differ habit and armament. 

presently studying the genus Ferocactus, 
and comparison the known species indicates 
the Smith Island plant cannot placed any 
the existing taxa, even varietal form. The 
new species named for Mr. Howard Gates, 
its discoverer, whose plant explorations 
Lower California resulted the discovery 
many new species. Mr. Gate’s numerous articles 
about Lower Californian plants have been 
important contribution the botanical know- 
ledge that peninsula.

The problem ex- 
posure and watering simplified the succu- 
lents will indicate once whether there too 
little water too much, and the plants will all 
happily together and give their flowers 
due season. 

Dish gardens have greater length life than 
cut flowers not much increase cost,—much 
depends the owner and his sense what the 
plants need. All succulent plants are constructed 
nature withstand drought, and most 
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them love full sunshine. they are put 
corner the room which dark and not too 
well aired they will show once how they suffer 
becoming pale and lengthening entirely out 
their characteristic shapes, but even then 
they will live long time. had one dishgarden 
come back for refurbishing after nine years 
sunny ledge, and was still full material 
which could used. the other hand, dishes 
planted with equal care come back couple 
months, with the plants weak they are fit 
only for the trash can. Nevertheless, these ex- 
periments are well worth while because they are 
not difficult and fun learning com- 
bine the various shapes, colors 
with which these plants are wonderfully

Question: What would the most desirable 
stock which graft levyi crest? 

Answer: Several stocks are suitable. Stapelia 
gigantea often the most available. 
sufficient size, has vigorous root system and 
long-lived stock. also congenial most 
Stapeliads. Others are desmetiana, nobilis, 
flavirostris. Another choice Ceropegia 
woodii and barkleyi tubers. These tubers 
when years old are often quite large. 
grafting, slice corner off the tops, then cut the 
scion and hold place with gentle pressure 
from loose rubber-band. grafting Stapelias, 
both the scion and the stock should cut 
right angles the length and immediately put 
together. have had good success this way even 
without binding the two together. The some- 
what sticky sap holds them together nicely. 


Question: your Euphorbia culture pam- 
phlet, the plants are divided into groups. 
Would follow that grafting one should use 
stock the same group?—Rose White, 
Calif. 


Answer: some sections this might true. 
thinking the Tuberous rooted ones par- 
ticularly. However have data this. Those 
have grafted did very well 
laris, the common Corn Cob Euphorbia. has 
good root system and has survived many years 
stock. They are not the easiest plants get 
unite due, probably, the great amount 
latex the cut surfaces exude. the cut surfaces 


were immediately immersed boiled sterile 
distilled water for minute until they quit 
bleeding, they might unite more readily. 


Question: Near Ponce, Puerto Rico, the na- 
tives had small hedges sort cactus which 
blossomed the spring with small, red, poin- 
flowers the tip every shoot. 
grew inches, branched but not wide spread- 
ing. Smooth segments, bit rattail-like not 
larger than lead pencil. will always wonder 
what Hineman, Kansas. 


Answers The plant probably Pedilanthus 
tithymaloides, the Red Bird Flower. native 
the West Indies and planted throughout the 
American tropics. belongs the Euphorbia- 
ceae and there are about species the genus. 
Some the Mexican species are very pretty. 
aphyllus especially so, forming thick 
slender leafless, gray stems tipped with scar- 
let, hooded, odd flowers. macrocarpus from 
Baja, California well worth growing with its 
silvery white, finger-thick stems ft. 
tall, tipped with their curious bright red 
flowers. tithymaloides has two variegated 
leaved forms that are quite attractive foliage 
plants, the leaves being green, margined with 
white cream.

Thelocactus New Species 


Translated Howard Gates 


The Thelocactus here described, borne 
the sides the Barranca the 
State Hidalgo. This cactus zone, well 
known, great importance Mexico because 
the home great number species. 

This plant was found Mr. Hernando San- 
chez Mejorada, who supplied with for 
identification. found relative abundance 
and strangely has not been described before. 
globose and produces beautiful rosy purple 
flower. The season flowering long, extend- 
ing from November until April. 

The body simple, globular, from cm. 
are arranged and spirals, conical, with 
the base more less hexagonal. Areoles nearly 
circular, with white wool when young, the 
groove the upper part the tubercle very 
short and times lacking. Radial spines 
12, times 15, from mm. long, 
radiating, acicular, yellow with rosy brown tips 
when young, afterwards grayish white with dark 
tips, straight slightly curved. Central spines 
only, similar the radials, straight and 
little longer. Flower 2.5 cm. long, purple 
color, outer perianth segments, lanceolate, 
abruptly acuminate, mm. width, brown 
color with margins entire, clear slightly red- 
dish, interior segments linear cm. long 3.5 


mm. wide, apex rounded with small white 
point, filaments clear rosy purple, anthers 
orange yellow; style rose, stigma lobes 
cream light rose tint, some times white. 
Fruit hidden within the wool the apex, dry, 
mm. long. Seeds black. 

The name honor Mr. Dudley 
Gold, very enthusiastic student and admirer 
Mexican cacti. 

May 24, 1952, your translator travelling 
with Dr. Yale Dawson, found this interesting 
plant growing hillside just east the vil- 
lage Metztitlan. was growing the com- 
pany extremely tall Astrophytum ornatum, 
great clumps Mammillaria geminispina, Cory- 
phantha erecta, golden Echinocactus and 
ous other species. immediately attracted our 
attention even though could not place 
any genus. few plants and some seeds were 
collected, both which have grown readily 
under cultivation. Cultivated plants have 
tendency grow larger and branch much more 
freely than the wild. The widely spaced and 
prominent tubercles give these plants strong 
resemblance some the Mammillarias. The 
bright flowers are scattered over long period 
our winter season. The plant illustrated, 
collected plant which has been under cultivation 
for three years. 
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Those who knew Tony Barone will mourn his 
loss. was conspicuous figure the conventions 
and because his stoutness was usually chosen one 
the victims our fun sessions. The world loves 
fat man. Tony always took sportsmanlike man- 
ner. the last convention ceremoniously combed 
his bushy gray hair with real cactus brush—the stift 
bristled dry fruit Pachycereus pecten-aboriginum. 
Denver modelled one the cactus hats made 
the pads Opuntia and was picking out glochids 
from his ears for weeks afterward. Paso was 
already planning few stunts with Mrs. Radden which 
would tried Berkeley. 

Tony Barone came from Detroit where was very 
active the local cactus society. The displays which 
the club sponsored the annual Michigan Spring 
Flower show must, very large measure, credited 
his untiring efforts. Several times was elected 
president the Detroit Cactus and Succulent Society 
and when not presiding the chair served many 
other capacities. was also active the Men’s Gar- 
den Club and the Michigan Horticultural Society. Mr. 
Barone died August and was laid rest from 
Santa Maria Church Mt. Olivet Cemetery. his 
brother, Alphonso Barone, extend our deepest sym- 
pathies.
